PREFATORY REMARKS. 

The Tables showing the number of persons committed, or bailed for offences, for trial at 
Assizes and Quarter Sessions, in the several counties and towns in Ireland in the year 
1857, with the result of the proceedings, have been furnished, as in previous years, by 
the Local Inspectors of the several Gaols, and are compiled from Returns made by the 
Clerks of the Crown and Peace, pursuant to 7th George IV., cap. 74, and from the 
records of the gaols. From the last-named source the age, sex, and state of instruction 
of the several persons on committal have been ascertained. 

The number of cases before magistrates and petty sessions, and the number of persons 
committed within the year (to the county and town gaols), for drunkenness, under the 
Act of G and 7 William IV., cap. 38, are inserted at foot of each County Return, fur- 
nished by the Local Inspectors, and a Summary Table showing the number of such in 
each county in the years 1856 and 1857 is given at page xxiii; but these numbers are 
excluded in the calculations, &c., in these remarks. 

From the Returns furnished by the several Local Inspectors the under-named Summary 
Tables have been compiled.

Committals. 

The number of committals for trial at Assizes and Quarter Sessions during 1857, ac- 
cording to these returns, exhibits an increase, as compared with 18o6, of 111— the num- 
bers having been in the two vears respectively 7,210 and 7,099 ; but they are considerably 
under the total of 1855, in which year 9,012 persons were committed

. An analysis of those sections exhibit the following changes in the number of committals 
in 1857 compared with 1856. 



Class I . — Offences against the Person. 

against the In 1856, 30 committals took place for “Murder,” and in 1857, 52. Attempts to 
Person. murder also increased from 23 to 38. “ Shooting at, &c.,” amounted to 79 in 1857 

against 59 in 1856. “Solicitation to murder” is nil in 1857 against 4 in 1856; and 
“Conspiracy to murder” also fell from 8 in 1856 to 2 in 1857. “ Manslaughter” rose to 
139 in 1857 from 89 in 1856. “ Concealing birth of infants" shows a reduction of 7 
cases in 1857 viz., 26 against 33. Rape, and assaults with like intent, also exhibit a 
falling off in 1857 as compared with 1856— viz., 74 against 86 . “Abduction” in 1857 
numbered 17, and in 1856, 9. “Assaults” increased from 1563 in 1856 to 1602 in 1857 : 
but “Assaults on peace officers in the execution of duty,” fell in 1857 to 75, against 93 
m 1856. °

offence in 1857 against nil in 1850. “ Bestiality” numbered 6 in 1857 and 3 in 1856. 
Committals for “ Indecently exposing the person” increased from 8 in 1856 to 18 in 1857 ; 
and “Unclassified felonies,” to 73 in 1857 against 65 in 1856. “ Rescue, and refusing to 
aid peace officers,” however, shows a very considerable falling off in 1857 compared with 
1856, viz., 136 against 276 ; and “ Perjury” fell from 26 in 1856 to 21 in 1857.

It will be observed, on an examination of this abstract, that from 1849 to 1855 there 
was a marked annual decline in the number of the offences embraced therein, but that in 
1857 an increase of no small amount has arisen under many of the items. 



Convictions. 

The convictious in 1857 were 3,925, or 54-44 per cent of the committals, viz. 7,210. 
It appears, by the following Table, that the convictions in 1857 were a somewhat less

Of the 3,285 not convicted in 1857, 12 or 0-37 per cent, were found insane ; 1,577 = 
48-01 per cent., not guilty on trial; in 1,010 instances = 30-74 per cent., no bills were 
found ; no prosecutions took place in 594 cases = 18*08 per cent. ; and 92. persons were 
bailed and not tried = 2-80 per cent.

Of the 1 2 persons found insane, 1 was charged with murder, l with attempt to murder, 
2 with assault with intent to ravish, 6 with common assaults, 1 with larceny, and 1 as a 
vagrant.

Education. 

From the following Tables, setting forth the state of education on committal of the 
persons committed for trial in each of the years from 1850 to 1857, it appears that, as 
stated m the introductory remarks to the Tables for 1855, “ education is progressing to 
some extent amongst that portion of the population which supplies the inmate! of gahls,”' 
for the returns for 1857 give a higher per centage of prisoners able to read and write 
than those for any of the years included in the Table. The second Table on education 
excludes from the calculations the parties whose state of education could not be ascer- 
tained ; —
